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Sir, 

I am direetecl to foi'war'cl, for the information of the Grovernment of India, the 
Report for the academic year’ ending 30th September 1936 on the -work: of the 
Education Department of the High Commissioner’s OfBce prepared by Dr. Quayle, 
the Head of the Department. 


2. Xhe numbers of students pursuing coitrses in the -various Faculties during 
the last session are given in the Appendices attached to the Report. A comparison 
of these figures with the cori-esponding figures of the two previous years, as shown 
in the following table, reveals cei'tain intex-esting tendencies in regai-d to the outlook 
of the Indian students coming to this counti-y :

The number of students studying Economics and Commerce has declined from 162 
in 1933—34 to llO in 1935—36, and of those studying Engineering and Technology 
from 285 to 209. On the other hand, there has been a slight but continuous inci-ease 
in the Faculty of Arts and a very marked increase in the case of Medicine. The 
number of medical students has risen frona 395 in 1933 — 34 to 586 in 1935 — 36. 


3. With regax-d to Engineering and Technology^, it would seem that students 
have found that high academic q.ualifications are not in themselves as iiseful in after 
life'without a sound pi-actical ti-aining The slight increase in the Faculties of Ai-ts 
is all the moi’e interesting in that it contrasts with the i-evulsion from academic 
studies noticeable after the war and the consequent rush_ for engineering and 
'technological- courses.. ..'This, tendency has now obviously; spent itself and the claims 
of a lihei-al education ai-e asserting themselves again. 

4 -. In 'so far. as Aledioine is concerned, the increase is to a slight extent attributable 
to the fact that-a mor.e-tcomplete census was made_ dui-ing the year than was possible 
- ^thertO. ...The lita-geiv' number of students in this Faculty must, however, in large 
"attributed' to the" fact that in 1930 the GenexSil Medical Council withdrew 
-* tiie recognition of- alL Indian medical degrees, and consequently many Indians

i-e«ristrable in the .Hni.ted Eingdom. Fux-thei-, there has' been an increase in the 
Hxuixbe'x--'af post-gi-adua.te medical diplomas obtainable, aqd in an age of incx-easing 
specialisation this-pn^oubtedly accounts fox- a cex-tain ^ex'C^ntagc of the increase.

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6. The record of successes of post-graduate and other students continues to be 
very satisfactory. Among the distinctions secured by Indians are four Doctorates 
in Science, thirty-two Doctorates in Philosophy, seven Memberships of the Royal 
College of Physicians, and eight PeUowships of the Royal College of Surgeons 
England. The list of athletic achievements given in Appendix VII is equally 
striking ; Mr. M. Jehangir Khan again played Cricket for Cambridge University, 
Mr. Bhandari was awarded a Tenuis Blue at Cambridge, and Mr. Baig boxed 
for the same University. 

7. An event which attracted considerable public attention during the year was 
the closure of the hostel for India students at ai. Cromwell Road, after having been 
in existence for over 26 years. The High Commissioner has made oLher arrange- 
ments for the reception of newly-arrived students, and he hopes that students a nd 
Ijarents will avail themselves of the facilities provided. Full details in regard to 
these aiTangeinents are given in paragraphs 26 and 27 of the Report. 

8. The High Commissioner again wishes to place on record his indebtedness to 
University authoidties and industrial firms who have so willingly co-operated with 
him in providing for Indian students facilities for study and training in this country. 
Dr. Quaj'le and his staff have, .as usual, not spared themselves in their efforts on 
behalf of all who seek their advice and assistance. They have to work for long 
hours at continuous and increasing pressure, and the High Commissioner has great 
pleasure in recording his deep appreciation of the work done by Dr. Quayle and 
his assistants.

INTRODUOTIOlSr. 

1. I have the honour to present, for the information of the High Commissioner, 
my Report on the work of the Education Department during the academic year 
ending 30th September 1936. 


Section. I. 


GENERAL. 


2. I give below summarised details of tlie work of the Department during 
1935—30. Tt is perhaps especially worthy of note that the number of students on 
wliose behalf offers of admission were obtained shows an increase over the 
corresponding figure for* the previous academic year, whilst some indication of 
the increase in the general woi-k of the Department may perhaps be gained from 
the fact that the total number of interviews during the period under review was 
well over 5,000 as cornpai'ed with under- 3,000 during the year 1926—27 : —

3. Two hundred and six students were formally under the supervision of the 
Department dui-ing 1935—36, including 316 State and Special Scholars, 27 students 
in receipt of grants or allowances from Private Memorial or Trust Eunds, 40 Indian 
Civil Sei-vice and Forestry Service Probationers, eight students awarded grants- 
in-aid, and fifteen private students entrusted to the care of the High 
Commissioner foi- the pux-pose of their education in this coxmtry. 

4. Seven Inxndred and sixty applications for the session beginning October 1935 
were received and the total number of offers of admission received was 501., The 
remaining candidates either withdrew their- applications or were not qualified-. to 
enter upon the proposed course or applied at a late date after all the vacancies 
the desired institution had already been allotted. 


Sectioxx XI. 

UNIVERSITY STUDENTS. 

5. From the particulars furnished in Appendix HI to this Report, it will be seen 
that daring the acarlemio year there were 3, .350 Indian students (including 74 
women) pursuing full-time courses at Universities and Colleges in this connti-y. 
This figure represents a slight rise as compared wi th last year. The largest number 
of full-time students was in the Faculty of Medicine, in which 464"stode‘nts wore 
registei-ed, while Arts ' (including Education and Law) comes second with 31 2 
,8tudents. Engineering -and Technology come next, with 201 students, and .Pitre 
Science and Economics follow, with-Tl42 . students and 104 students respectively .- 
Agriculture had 62 students', -anil -75 were' ^ftYlying various unclassified ‘ subjects. 
In addition, there.-wefe ahout,-208vptudents., (including 4 women) pursuing part- 
time occasional courses . in ?tliex.yarious^,Faeul£ies, while there were 177 students 
(including ■ 38 women) in 'a^^ncjfjgj^jat^the educational institutions shown in 
Appendix 111 (<2). IThe -particalfitesSpnnisJied iii Appendices V, VI, and VII show 
that Indian memhera-of-edncatipnal institutions in this conntrv have ao-aiu 
noteworthy academic, athletic and other successes. 
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6. Tlie Adviser to Indian Students at Cambridge reports that tUe competition 
for admission in October 1035 was as keen as ever, tbe combined number of 
applications and onqniries being no less tlian 207. IDui'ing tbo period under 
report tliere was an impoi'tant cliunge in tbo procedure foi' considering 
applications submitted by Indian sttidents proposing to do research. As a result 
of this cliange candidates, if accepted by the IBioard of Hesear'ch Studies, are 
now assured of admission, and this has, not unnaturally, led to an inci'ease in 
those engaged in research and advanced work. 'rho Adam Smith prize was 
awarded to iVIr. V. fC. It. V. Itau (Bombay), Coiiville and C-aius College, who bad 
previously been awarded the Carton Studentship of JidOO per year for studying 
S<icial Science, ilr. S. Shive3hwarkar( Bombay), of Sydney Sussex College and Indian 
Civil Service probationer, gained the Itayleigh prize. Five students were under the 
fvdl iinancial supervision of the Adviser and in addition there were four Oovern- 
ment scholars. Air. Jehangir TChau, of 'I'rinity, wlto Arst gained his Cricket “ Blue” 
in 1933, played for the Univei-aity in the two succeeding years, and the Adviser 
states that the Indian students continue to do well in such games cis lawn tennis 
and Jiockey. Indian students are comijetcutly represented in the Union Society 
and there have recently been tw<i Indian memhei's of the Committee. In isovember 
1935 the Adviser gave an “ At JJomo ” to all the Indian- Freshmen and their friends, 
which was greatly appreciated. 

7. fhe llegistrar of the University of lavorpool states that it is worthy of note 
that a considerable projjortion of the Indian members of that University were 
during 1935-3(3 awarded the IDegreo of Uoctor in Philosophy. The Alilno Aledul, 
which is awarded to the candidate for the Diploma in Tropical Medicine who is 
considered to show the liighcst merit in this examination, was gained by Dr. 11. G. 
Chosal (Bengal). 

8. The University of Uondon continues to bo the most imi>ortant centre for 
Indian students, and, during the academic year 1930, of the estimated total number 
of Indian students pursuing f\tll-timo University courses in this country (about 
1,350), well over 900 wore members of the constituent Schools, Colleges and 
recognised Institutions of the University. The tragic and untimely death in 
December 1930 of the Principal, Sir Edwin Deller, who took a great personal 
interest in their progress and welfai-e, has deprived Indian students of a good 
friend. 

9. The Local Adviser to Indian Students, Manchester Univex-sitj*', r-eporjts that at 
least three of the Indian students who took the ordinax-y degree o£ B.Sc. I^ch. 
at the end of the academic year 1935—30 distinguished themselves by the very high 
quality of their work. 

10. During the year 172 applications for admission were received by the 
Secretary to the Delegacy for Oriental Students. lOS of which came direct Irom 
the applicants and admission was obtained in six cases. Of the reniainmg sxx y 
four received through the Higb Commissioner, twenty secured admission. ioeie 
was a total number of sixty-one Indian students in residence during the 
including tbree women and nine Indian Civil Service Probationers. Specia 
mention may be made of the success of Mr. V. A. D. Hamdani (Bombay 3, o 
Jesus College, who obtained a First Class in the Honours School oi Oriental 
Languages and also the James Mew (Arabic) scholarship. 

11. The University Adviser to Indian Students, Edinburgh, states that idtention 
may again he drawn "to the number of Indians pursuing research “““ aavancen 
study, and, in- particular, to the work of Messrs'. S. C.. Dhaf (Bengal) 

H. C. Shabde (Central Provinces) in Higher Mathematics. While the uumner 
of letters concerning students under G uaxdianshi'p _ and. Government bclm a ^ 
remains about the same, there was a notable increase in corresponcl^i^e i-exeri 
to_ applicants fox- admission both thi-oiigh the Education Departxnent, Omce_ 

High Commissioner and directly to himself as Adviser. ' Many of the applica^ons 
were. received during the summer vacation and thei-e-was frequently and mevitaoty 
unavoidable delay in replying owing to. enqiiiries having to be. sent to Jrroiessors 
and others who were, away from Edinhiu-gh. /-The desirability of appheatmns fox' 
admission being received not later than June may again’ be emphasised. Anothei* 
feature to which the Advisex- draws attention is the submission of applications fox- 
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admission as Researoh students ty .applicants wlio do not mention iany specific 
subject fox- investigation, but say that they will leave the choice .of subject .to .the 
Professor under whose guidance they desii-e .to work. Research applicants should 
accoi'dingly realise that they stand little -ox* no chance-of favourable consideration 
unless they state cleai'ly theii' px-oposed reseai'ch woi-fc and their qualifications for 
^index-taking it. The condxiot, behavioxxr and healtb of the Indian students in 
Edinbxxi-gh, the Advisor adds, has in genex-al been good. Though a thorough 
medical examination befoi'e leaving India is stronglj’- .recommended, it. still happens 
that men unable to withstand the i-igoux-s of the Scottish. climate come to Edinburgh. 
A vei-y px-omisiixg Fox-estry student, Mr. George Chacko, of the Travancoi-e Eoi-est 
Service, died in Novembei- 1936 ti-om pneumonia. In bfovembei* 1936 Mr. Ddb 
Kumar* Majxxmdar (Bengal) died from phthysis. Mr. Majumdar'had completed the 
second yexir of the B.Sc. ( Engineeiing) coxxrse and aftei- a sojourn in India returned 
to Scotland, apparently well, but the disease xiltimately px-oved fatal. In athletics 
and physical wolfai-e classes, Indian students have taken a good place. 

12. At Glasgow the Local Adviser received fifty-one applications for admission ; 
eleven of these wex-e x-eceived dix-ect and two students wei-e admitted, and of the 
remaining foi'ty received thx-ough the High Commissionei-, eleven joined ithe 
University. ‘Thei-e wei-o two Govex-nment scholax-s in Glasgow and three px-ivate 
studeixts 'undex- the sxxpex'visiou of the Local Adxriser. The Indian students at 
Glasgow have pi-ogi-ossed satisfactorily, and there is nothing of special note to 
which attention need be drawn.

PROFESSIONAL AND PRAOTIOAL TRAINING. 

13. The most important event in connection^ with medical studies was the Medicine, 
decision of the General Medical Council, London, in May 1936, to re-recognise the 
medical degrees of the Universities of Bombay, Lxxoknow and Madras with 
retrospective effect from the 26th Febi-uary 1930 (i.e. the date from which 
recognition was previously withdmwn), and also to recognise the medical degi-ees 
of the Univex'sity of Patna, if confei-red on ox- aftei* the 11th May 1935. It is hoped 
that recognition of othei- Indian University degrees wiU soon follow. The result of 
this recognition of Indian degrees will appx-eoiably affect Indian Medical graduates 
xvho come to this country for post-graduate and specialised -diploma courses, since 
they will now be eligible to proceed to most of these higher qualifications without 
the necessity of fix-st obtaining such qualification as the Diplomas of L.R.O.P., 
M.R.O.S., in ordei- to entitle them to x-egistx-alion in this counti-y. As a consequence 
thei-e ought to be a slightly decreased demand for xmdex-gx-aduate clinical studies 
.in Medical Schools in this country, which, fox- reasons emphasised in px-evious. 
Reports, have always been difficult to obtain. Generally speaking, the demand 
for admission to Medicxxl Schools and Colleges in this coxxntry fi-om home candidates 
here has continued to;be extremely heavy, and it is practically impossible to secxxre 
.admission fox- more than one ox- two Indian. students in each Medical School for 
those who pi-oposo to take the full coxxi-se, leading to the Univei-sity degree 
'(e.g. M.B., B.S.) in Medicine and Surgery. Vacancies fox- Indian applicants 
“ desiring to take the whole ox- pax-t of a coux-se leading to non-University qualifications 
such as the. 'Diplomas of L.R.O.P., M.R.O.S., are even more difficult to ax-range, and 
the px-essux-e has reflected, itself even in the specialised Schools and Colleges whex-e 
coux-sos fox- sxxch advanced professional qxialifications as the Fellowship of the Royal 
College of Sui-geons-.and the Membership of the Royal College of Physicians, i£c., 
ax-e provided. It is not, perhaps, x-ealised sufficiently in Indi^ that only at a small 
number of .Medical Schools and' Colleges ai-e these advanced ' courses available, that 
only a small numbiei- of stxidenta is admitted to each class, and that therefore there 
ax-e but fexv places available for students from overseas. An ixlea’ of the pressure 
on the accoxnfnbdation of these classes may be gidned fx-om the fact that so' far as 
the F.R.O.S. coux-s^'ih Londoix ax-e conccx-ned, it is possible that thex-e may . not be 
any vacancy fdi--'B'"ndv{-"applicant, until the beginning of 1938 at the eax-liest. 

Students therefoi-e who have passed the.Pi-iraax-y F.R.O.S. examination in India and 
have completed the_ presdx'ibed pex-iod as House Sui-geon and wlio -px-opose to come 
.here to take the FiuM examination, should ’take cax-e to apply for admission to 
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Veterinary 

Medicine. 


the necessary course at the ejirllest possible elate, and in most cases it will 
probably save time if the applications are sent in the first instance through this 
Department. Certain facilities, other than these specialised courses, for post- 
graduate and advanced studies _aro available at the British Post-grad xiato 
Medical School, and at various Medical Colleges in Bondon and the Provinces. The 
position is similar in so far as specialised courses^ in preparation for M.R.O.P. course 
are concerned. On the whole it maj' ho emphasised that in view of the continued 
pressui’e of home candidates on tho nccommodation of Aledical Schools and Colleges 
in this country, Indian candidates for admission would bo well advised to send 
their applications throvigh tho local University Information Bureau ox' Advisory 
Committee to the High Commissioner in good time to enable tho axxthorities 
xxoucerned to scud them theii- decision before they leave India. In no case should 
they assume that it xvill ho an easy ox- axitomatic matter for them to secui-e the 
desired admission on their ari-ival hero. 

II. In this connection there is a further point xvhich calls fox* emphasis. It is 
essential that medical stxidents fronx India shoxild realise that, as tlie x'acnncies are 
exti'emely limited, it is most xxndesirablo to sxxbiixit applications xxixloss they are 
xlefinitely intending to come over if admission he obtained. To secure 'a vacancy and 
then to xvithdraxv at tho last minute not only pi'ejudiees tho position with regard to 
fxitxxre applicants fi'om India, hut xxsxxally rcsxilts jii tho loss of a place xvhich xvoxxld 
otherwise have been given to auotlior Indian applicant. Moi'eover, a slxident xvho, 
having been offered admission, xvitlidi'axvs without good reason runs a serioxxs risli of 
not being able to obtain a renewed offer in a future year. 

15. It will bo noted fronx the figures fxirixished in the Appendices that tho total 
number of Indians admitted to vtirious courses of study at varioxis medical 
institutions is about 600. Actually thei’o is a cox-tain amoxxnt of duplication in 
these figures since xnedical stxxdonts during tho yeax- aro often obliged to attend 
more thaxx one Medical School, bxit from st rough census which has been made it 
appeal's that this ligiire roprosonts approxiixuxtoly 'ioO iixdividxxnl studouts. _ It xvill 
be seen therefoi-o that, in spite of tho sevox-o px-essux-e on theii- accommodation, tho 
British Medical Schools ax-o doing their best to meet tbo requirements of medical 
stxidents from India. 

16. Sincere thanhs are duo to the Deans of the various Medical Schools and 
Faculties throughoxxt the counti-y for their unfailing courtesy and for theii- willnig- 
ness to accept Indian students in so far as theii- accommodation and theii- conditions 
of admission alloxved. 

17. The Royal College of Veteriuai-y Surgeons has hod undex- consideration the 

conditions of educational qualifications i-equirod fox- the course leading to the 
M.R.G.V.S. At present Intermediate certificates of the x’arious_ recognised Inaiaii 
Universities and Goax-ds of Intermediate Education are i-ecognised, tnat 

the subjects of English, Matheraatixxs, a language other_ than Jinglisn, axix 
Chemistry or Physics are included. For students commencing 

and aftex- September 1938, the requirement will he that they shall nave p 
an examination which will exempt them fx-ora the Matriculation reqnireineixts o 
any University in the Bi-itish Isles, ii-i-espectivo of the P^ivtieular subjects a ^eu 
in the examination. It should, hoxvevex-, be noted that in view of the lact xuiat t e 
fi-rst-yeav course consists of the subjects of Chemistry, Physics, Biologj^ a stuaeni 
who had not already reached Matriculation standard in at _ least Physics ana 
Chemistry would find it almost impossible to attain tho required stanaara xn tne 
subjects of tho First Examination in one year. As there appears to be _ 
confusion in tho minds of intending applicants it may also be as xvoll 
existing regulations for veterinary studies in this country. The ^ 

Veterinary Surgeons is a professional and examining body, but the teacnin,, 
given at any one of the following five recognised Vetex-inai-y Schools : - 

The Royal Veterinary College, Camden Town, Dondon. 

The Vetei-inaxy School, The University, Liverpool. 

The Royal ^Diclr) Veterinai-y College, Edinburgh. 

The Veterinary College, Glasgoxv. 

The Veterinary College of Ireland, Dublin, 

Before, however, a student can be considered at one of tbese colleges it is 
necessary tbat bis general educational q^ualifications sliould be passed as satistactory 



by tbe Royal College of Veteriuary Siirgeona, and Ibe first stage is, therefore, to 
obtain this certification from the Royal College of Vetei-inaz-y Surgeons. Thereafter, 
application must be made to the vax’ious colleges, but it may be pointed out at 
this stage that it is considerably easier for the student to send bis full application 
and certificates in original to thi.s Department through the Local university 
Information IBureaxi or Advisory Committee in the first place, so that both the 
ruling of the Royal College can be obtained and application made to the various 
schools without the delay involved in correspondence with India. It may be added 
that the only oxomptiou normally gr.antcd from the Diploma course, which now 
covers a period of five yeai's, is in respect of the First Year. Applicants who have 
obtained an Indian University Science Degree after an approved course of study 
may be given exemption from the First Year, Graduates of Indian Veterinary 
Colleges are not eligible for any exemption or concession. 

18. In my last lleport I expressed the hope that, as a result of negotiations that 
were thou taking place, it would be possible to arrange practical training facilities 
in Actuarial work for suitably qualified Indian sttidents. I am now glad to report 
that, thanks to the kind interest and efforts of the Institute of Actuaries, no less 
than ton of the leading Assurance and Insurance Societies and Companies have 
agreed to receive, on the recommendation of the High Commissioner, Indian stxidents 
into their office for a xxeriod of six months or so in order to obtain expex'ience of 
actuarial practice. Only selected candidates who have already passed Parts I and II 
of the Examinations of the Institute of Actuaries, London, will be eligible for 
consideration, and it is of course understood that such students, whether receiving 
remuneration or not, shall conform in every respect to the ordinary staff regulations 
of the offices which accept them. Three stzidents have already undergone training 
under this scheme, the value of which, it is hoped, will each year make available 
for life insui'ance in India a few qualified men who, by practical woilc associated 
with their studies, will have absorbed something of the standards of British Life 
Assurance methods and administration. Cordial thanks are due to the President 
and Council of the Institute of Actuaries, and especially to Mr. Raynes, the 
Honorary Secretary at the time of the preliminary discussions, for their most 
valuable advice and assistance. 


19. The Department, in collaboration with the India Store Department, has, 
during the year under review, dealt with 235 applications for practical training 
facilities in various branches of Engineering and Technology, as compared with 
226 during the preceding year. P'rom the particulars given in Appendix VIH 
it will be noted that 10 students withdrew their applications, and that in the case 
of 18 applicants it was not possible to take action on their behalf, as either they did 
not possess the necessary preliminary qualifications ox* they insisted on terms in 
regard to premium, ox- paynxeiit of wages, which it is not the practice of the ..fix-ms 
concerned to gi-aiit. Of the remaining 207, twenty-four xvere undci- consideration at the 
end of the jxeriotl covered by the Report, and in eighteen cases the required faeilitier- 
couLcL not be ari-anged. Offers wex-e secured in lOo cases, forty-one of which were 
for vai-ious i-easons, i-efusod by the applicants concerned. The number of cases ix 
which ti-aining facilities offered woi-e availed of was thus 12-1, distributed as follows : —

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20. Tke iiviin'bei- of applications shows an increase on the precedin" year, whilst 
the nixraher of applicants placed has also increased. To a certain extent this 
increase is due to the larger^ number of students placed in professional subjects 
such as Accountancy, llanhing and insurance, but there is also a suFastantial 
increase under the heading of Hailway ISngineering, this being due to the fact that 
two batches of Indian Special CJlass Railway Apprentices wei-e placed for training 
during 1935-36, none being placed in the preceding year-. The general improve- 
ment in trade, and especially the largely increased engineering orders involved in 
the rearmament j>i-ogramine, may strengthen the prospects of placing students for 
practical traiuiug, though against this must be set the possibility that firms, 
working under great pressure to fulfil contracts, may not feel disposed to accept for 
training ai^prentices requiring the supervision of foremen and skilled workers, i'he 
Jiirector-Oeneral, India Store Department, confirms this view in tlie following 

paragraph which has been extracted fro>n his Report for 1935—36 : 

“ The general position as i-ogards the various trades remains as described in 
last _year’s Report. Alter considerable trouble, two students were placed in 
spinning and weaving works. Difiionlties still arise in respect of seasonal 
trades such as beet sugar pioduction and fruit and vegetable canning, 
ptirticularly wben tlie stnileiit’s vacation during wbich triiiuing is desired 
coincides with the industry’s slack season. Facilities in automobile and 
aircraft factories have been less readily available. This is due to the 
development of the Imperial rearmament programme, which has made the 
manufacturers so busy that they are tinable to accept trainees.” 

21. The students placed for training have generally given every satisfaction, to 
their temporary employers, and grateful thanks are due to the firms and orgtinisntions, 
as shown in AiJpendix IX, which have been good enough to alford the_necQssary 
facilities.

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23. Cn my last Report J referred to tiro breakdown in health of a State Soholar, 
Ml-. Oh.au.dhri Jit Ram (iJ.W.B'.P.). The Department kept in close touch with him 
dui-ing his long serious illness, borne with groat patience and fortitude, and he was 
much comforted and oheex-ed by the visits paid to him. Pie was making good 
progress and it was hoped that he would soon be able to travel back to Pndia. 
Unfortunately, the improvement in his condition was not maintained and he finally 
collapsed and died. He was a man of considerable promise and his death is a 
distinct loss to Pndia. 

2d. During the period under review numerous applications were again received 
from students in need of financial assistance to enable them to continue and 
complete the i-osearch or advanced work on which they were engaged. After 
consultations with the Professors or Heads of Departments tinder whom they were 
working, the High Commissionor, from the funds placed at his disposal by various 
Provincial Governments in India, awarded grants of varying amounts to eight 
students, a list of whom is given in Appendix X. The amount annually available 
for these gi-ants is strictly limited, and it should be especially noted that not all 
the Provincial Governments allocate funds for this purpose, so that the High 
Comiuissioiier is not in a position to award grants to students from non-contributing 
Provinces.

STUOENTS EH'lTtUSn'ED TO THE SUPERVISION OE THE HIGH 

OOMMISSIONEIP. 

25. Eifteen students were entrusted by parents or- guardians to the super- 
vision of the High CJom missionei- during the pei-iod undei- i-eview. Twelve of 
these students were looked after- dii-ectly by the l^epartment and tliree were placed 
•in the care of the Local Adviser at Glasgow. For the Indian students at Oxfortl, 
Cambridge and Edinburgh, the respective Univei-sity authorities undertook this 
responsibility, and during the year there were twelve students -under the Secretary 
of the Delegacy for Oriental Students at Oxford, nine students under the Secretary 
of the Intor-Oollegiate Indian Students’ Committee at Cambridge, and five students 
under the charge of the Univei-sity Adviser to Indian Students at Edinburgh.

SOCIAL AND WELFARE WORK. 

26. The Hostel for- Indian Students at 21, Cromwell Road closed its doors at the 
end of May 1936, after- having been in existence since 1910. The pi-imary object 
for which the Hostel was established and maintained, at a considerable coat of weR 
over- 112,000 to Indian revenues, was to meet the needs of newly arrived students froirc..^ 
India. Dui-ing the ijuarter century of its existence large numbers of Indian students,. ' -> 
particularly those newly arrived from India, have taken advantage of the residential 
accommodation and the other social amenities which the House provided. During 
the past few years, however, the majority of new arrivals had not made use of the 
accommodation available at the Hostel, but had gone direct to families or hoax-ding 
houses, as a i-esult of contacts established by relatives and friends who had come 

to England befox-e them. Moi-eover, special orgauisatious have been established 
by vax-ious non-ofixciul agencies to assist Indian students to obtain suitable 
accommodation. It was accox-dingly felt that the Hostel had outhved its utility 
and that the pati-onage which it .was i-eceiving was in no way commensurate with 
the heavy expenditure £i-om Indian x-evenues which its maintenance involved. 

27. Vax-ious organisatioxis such as the" Nox-thbi-ook Society, the National Indian 
Association and the Indian Students Loan Fund Oommittee which were housed ox- 
met at 21, Cromwell Road, have found accommodation elsewhere. The Indian 
Students Accommodation Committee, which worked in close eo-opex-ation with the 
Hostel authorities, has been dissolved, and Aliss Bose, M.A. (Cantab.j, a membex- of 
the stall of the Education Depai-tment, has beexi appointed pax-t-timo Accommodation 
Offieex-. A register has licexx compiled of suitable families and boarding houses, 
which are inspected at i-egular intei-vals so as to ensure that the list is up-to-date. 

All students ixroposing to px'oceed to England ax-e accoi-diugly invited to -wi-ite in 
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ad-srance, preferably tbroagb tbeir tJai varsity _ Itiformation Bureaa or Provincial 
Advisoi-y Committee, to tlie Accommodation Ollicer, Office of tbe Higb Commissioner 
for India, Education Department, India House, Aldwych, London, W.C. 2, wbo will 
be glad to belp and advise tbem in any way possible. Mention should bo made of 
any special requirements such as vegetarian diet, and some indication given, if 
possible, of the district prefei-red, and the approximate amount available monthly 
for living expenses. Students who desire accommodation to be resei-ved for them 
in advance and wordd wish to be met on arrival in London should state the date of 
their departure from India, the name of the boat by which they are travelling and 
make it clear whether they intend to disembark at Marseilles or travel all tlie way 
round by sea. Px-ovided suflSeienl. notice is given, a letter will be sent to each 
student at Poi-t Said or Marseilles giving details of the accommodation arranged so 
that on ai-i-ival the student may go direct to the address given. It should be 
particularly noted that special ax-i-angemeuts ai-e made to meet women students 
arriving in England, but it is essential that adequate notice, with exact details of 
expected date and time of ax-rival in London, shoxild bo sent to the Accommodiitiou 
Officer. 

2a. I'he Peport of the Indian Students’ Loan Fund Committee for the year 
ending the 31st Decembex- lf)36 shows tliat small subsei-iptious x-ecexved dui-ing the 
year amounted to ^(3-1 6s. Qcl., a conlrxbxition of £200 was x'ecoived fx-om Indian 
revenues, and interest on investments amoxmted to £30 13s. Id. 'Phe amount 
repaid by stxxdents was £105 4-s. lltZ., as against £.13S 17s. in 1934. The 

Committee wex-e, howevex-, able to give loans to 3S stxxdents, ximoxmtiag to 
£179 11s. 9d., as compax-ed with loans to 4:6 students, amounting to £51-1 4s. 6d., 
in the previoxis year. On the 31st December 1035 a sxxm of £4,614 2s. lOtZ. was 
due fi-oui stxxdents and £35S ISs. 2d. xvas written off as irx-ecovei'able. 

29. During the year 1935 the Indiaxx Students’ Union and Hostel at 112, Gower 
Sti-eet, continued its useful services. The standard of its nsiinl activities xvas well 
maintained, and the number enrolled as members of tbis Jnstitxxtion showed a 
considerable inci-ease as compared xvitb previous years. 

30. Tbe Kepoi-t of tbe Indian Cymkbana Club for tbe year 1935 discloses 
cousxdei-able impi-ovements as compai-ed. witb tbe pi-evious yeai-. Tbe nxeiixbersbip 
of tbe Club bas increased by twenty-eigbt, and owing to a sum of £93 having 
been i-eceived as Life Membex-sbip subsci-iption and donations, tbe indebtedness 
of tbe Club has been redxxced by £50. During the yeai- under review additional 
amenities, e.g- hockey and badminton sections, have been provided fox- the xise of 
the mombei-s. In the cricket section, oxxt of 61 matches played, 30 xvere won, 
IS drawn, 12 lost and one match i-esxxited in a tie. 

31. Duiang the year undei" reviexv the Depax-tment had again to deal with 
numerous cases of destitution and serious illness. Ten students had to be 
repati'xated to India xvith funds secured from theix- parexxts ox-_^ guax-cliaxxs, and in 
additiou eight students Cixxcluding txx-o women) were assisted xvith clmap passages 
to India, including one who had got himself into serious financial difficulties xiom 
which the Department helped to extricate him. Two vexry sad cas^ of sxncide 
oceux-red during the year and the inquests wex-e attended by an. officer or tno 
Depax-tment, which subsequently arranged for the settlement of their affairs.

GEbTEPAL OBSERVATIONS. 

32. It will be noted from the figures given in Appendix IH to tins Report 
instead of a decrease, as for vai-ious reasons might have, beeii anticipatea,_ xn tne 
number o£ f uP-time Indian stndents in attendance at educational institutions in 
this country, thei-e has actually beeu au increase to about 1,350, as compared wxtn 
the correspouding figure 1,316 during lOS^l-So. The number- of new applications 
for admission indeed shows an even more mai-ked increase fx-om 617 in the prexnous 
year to 760 for 1935-36, whilst the number of offers of admission received on 
behalf of Indian applicants bas i-isen from 465 to 561. These figures are perhaps 
^'“maient testimony in themselves to the fact, which I have emphasised, in previous 
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lleports, tliat tlxe TJnivei-sity and College autliorities in tliis country deal generously 
with, Indian candidates for admission, provided they apply in good time and are 
fully qualilied to take the proposed course of study or tx-aining. 

33. It may perhaps be useful, especially in order to remove misapprehensions 
which appai'cntly still exist, to make it clear that the Department has not and 
indeed is not empowered to contx-ol the admission of Indian students to 
British Univei-sitios ox- Colleges, xxox- does it intervene _in _auy _way between 
applicants in Ixidia on the one hand and the educational institutions in this countrj'- 
on tlie other, except at theix- own i-equest. ixxade eithei- directly to the Department 
ox* thx-ough the appropx-iate Indian Orxiversity Infox-mation Bui-eau or Provincial 
Advisory Committee, ox* at the x*equest of the CJnivex-sity ox* College authorities here 
who prefei* in many eases to x-eceive applications fx-om ovei*seas through recognised 
j.\„encies, which oaxx vouch fox* theix- credentials and to whom they can turn when 
diBicultie *3 ai-ise. Experience has amply proved that this procedui*e is generally 
in the beat intex*ests of the students concerned, whose degx*ees and othei* qualifica- 
tions. on which the question of their admission lai*gely depends, can usually be verified 
without the necessity of referi*iug to India and much time and correspondence is 
thxxs saved. 

Jn. this connection I would again emphasise the fact that Indian students 
who propose to proceed abx*oad fox- furthex- study ox- tx*aining will save themselves 
a good deal of trouble and possibly disappointment if they first consult one of the 
University Information Bureaux or Advisory Committees which have been estab- 
lished in practically every Px-ovince. During the period uxidex* review the 
Governmexxts of Orissa and Sind, on the suggestion of the High Commissioner, 
respectively established a Stxxdeuts’ Information Bxxi*eaxx and a Students’ Advisoi*y 
Committee, the fox*mex- having its headquax-tei*s at Cuttack, with Mr. B. H. liohatgi, 
3M.A. (Pat.), B.Sc. (Bond.), as Secretax-y, the lattex* at Karachi with the Personal 
■Assistant to the Director of Public Instruction as Secretary. The Bureaux and 
Committees are kept' i*egularly supplied with the calendars and prospectuses of 
British educational .institutions and are periodically notified of any impox*tant 
chaxiges in regulations, &<t., which may specially affect the admission of Indian 
students. Students seeking admission to a University or College heie may thus 
before leaving India acquaint themselves with the exact regulations governing the 
course of study or ti*aining which they have in mind. They may then, if they so 
desire, submit their applications direct to the University to which they seek 
admission, but they rnxi the risk that the Univex-sity ox* College coneex-ned may 
x*equii*o them to apply thx-ough the High Commissioner, or theix* applications may 
not contain the desired detailed information and certificates, with the result that- 
nxxxoh delay may bo involved and it may eventually be too late, in case of Tufusal, 
to make successful alternative applications elsewhex-e in time, especially as sorne 
institutions now insist that the applicant shall not simxxltaneously have submitted, 
an application elsewhere. Bxxt those who both consult and send theix* applications 
throu"-h the University Bureaxxx ox- Advisox-y Committees xvill ensux-e as fax- as- 
possible that their applications contuixx full infox-mation of theix- qualifications and 
ai-e accompanied by the requix-ed degi-eo or otlxer certificates. In the case of well- 
qualified candidates who submit their applications in this way, the Universities 
and Colleges are usxially able to send theix- decision to the^ Depax-tment in good 
time to n^i'fy the ajiplicants bofox-e they have left India. Expei-ience over many 
years has proved that it is genei-ally the ill-qualified student who fails to take 
advantage'of the infox-mation and advice provided fox- them by the Bm-eaux and 
Committees, and it is usually stxxdeuts of this class who leave India without making 
any pi-eliminai*y enquiries and with little ox* no idea of theix* chances of admission, 
and who, when they arx-ive hex-e, have often the mistaken idea that the High 
Commissioner is in a position to bi*ing pressure upon educational authorities to 
waive their statutes and i-ogulatious on their behalf. The High Commissionex- is, 
of coux-se, not propax*ed to take any such useless and. impi-opei* action, the i-eqxxest 
for which is only too often based on the assxxmption that an Indian ought to bo 
adxnitted merely because he is an Indian. As I ha-ye often stated in these Repox-ts 
the Universities' aixd Colleges hei-o welcome, within the limits of their available 
accommodation, students who by their proved ability and pi-omise are likely to do 
good.woi'k and thus reflect credit both on themselves and on their teachex*s. When 
complaints are raised, as they oftexi ax-e, that each yeai* a number of Indian applicants 
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are unable to gain admission after they liave arrived in this country, it is not always 
remembered tliat the students concerned are not ^infrequently pooi-ly qualified 
and, even if by a luclcy chance eventually admitted, only too often prove a 
disa'ppointment to themselves and to their_ parents and guardians in India who 
have incurred heavy expense and made considerable sacrifices on their hehalf. 

35. Whilst the number of students to be found at most of the Universities and 
Colleges throughout the United Kingdom has increased, the improvement in their 
general standard of ability and attainment has undoubtedly been maintained. It is 
gratifying to note during the period under review the successes and distinctions 
again won, especially at the post-graduate stage in the various ITaculties. In 
JMedieine and Surgery the following high professional qualifications were obtained: 
Eigbt students were awarded tbe Kellowsbip of the Royal College of Surgeons, 
England, and seven (including one woman) the Membership of the Ro^'al College 
of Physicians, London ; two Indian doctors gained the high distinction of the 
JToHowship of the Royal College of Physicians, Edinburgh, nine the Aleinbership of 
the same institution, and six the Fellowship of the Royal College of Surgeons, 
Edinburgh. In Science four students were awai-ded the important degi-ee of L).Sc., 
twenty-four obtained the Ph.D., and twelve the degree of M.Sc. (including one in 
Engineering). In the Faculties of Arts and Economics, <SS:c., no less than ibttrteeu 
students were awarded the degree of Ph.L>. This noteworthy j-ecord of post- 
graduate distinctions, to which may be added tbe list of successes recorded in 
Appendix VIb at. tbe first degree or diploma stage, not only reflect great credit OJt 
the students concerned, but niaj' also be regarded as a tribute to the excellence of the 
training which they had received at their Indian Universities before proceeding 
abroad. Moreover, such students rnay well render valuable service by acting as 
interpreters of the East to the West, and of the West to the East, helping to spread, 
during their sojourn abroad, a wider and more enlightened knowledge of flte 
traditions and culture of their own country, and, on their return to India, taking 
back with them aspects, ideas and ideals of Occidental cultui-e which have most 
imijressed them. 'Vo.ey, with their experience and first-hand knowledge of Eurojjean 
educational conditions, will also be in a position when they have embarked, as it is 
hoped most of them in dvie course will, on careers of service and distinction to 
India, to be of real service in the way of giving valuable and salutary advice to tbe 
young compatriots who propose to follow in their footsteps and leave their mother- 
land to join Universities abroad. 

36. In previous Reports I have drawn attention to the encouraging fact that 
each year an increasing number of students have first obtained good degrees at their 
own Indian Universities before coming here and that these students, as a rule and 
Ijrovjcled that they apply in good time, stand a much better chance of obtaining 
admission. Fhat this marked improvement in the general standard 
maintained may perhaps be best illustrated from tbe fact that the number of Jnclian 
students pursuing post-graduate courses in the various faculties of Art, facionco, 
.^Icdiciue, Economics, &c., at Universities in this conntz-y has increased front tjo on 
lOO during 1931 — 35 to well over oOO during tho period under review. fins is atl to 
the good ; Universities here, 11-111136 very generous in their admission of o\erse.is, 
including Indian, nnder-graduates, especially welcome post-graduate and speciausot 
students who have well-defined and specific problems to tackle, ^Iheso older ancl^ 
more mature students are usually brought into close contact, not only '"‘'‘jtl tuoir 
teachers, but also with other senior students from home and overseas likewise 
engaged on research work. What may perhaps best be called international inpntl- 
ships which tend to mutual respect and understanding may- bo thus formeii, Iriiitfnl 
for goodwill on all sides. 

37. Hut a word of warning in this connection may again not be aini^ss. Not all 
students, wdtether from home or overse.as, who have already taken a lir.^t degreo aic 
fully qualified to embark upon research or advanced work. If stu<lenla who have 
graduate.l in fiidian Universities would hear this fact in mind, not « 
cwcl dis-ippointment. Xhoso who have taken a degreo witli Fir.-,t Cla.-,s llonoura 
and lo'ivc _,.iuco done advanced work of real value and are thus in a 

taut oviileiicc of aptitude for research, are usually ablo^to secure rt cognition as 
“uv.tiieod student.^ from Universities in this country, subject to the proviso that 
Uivy -ubtnu their api>lication with a clear statement of their prel'Os'.d research 
liinl ccrt;iiiily not intor* tlixm tilt-* <-»£ emiolo liiti 
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various autliox'ities coucerued to consider and decide upon the applications before 
the Xioug Vacation begins towards the end of Juno. Students who have not taken 
high honours before leaving India may, and sometimes are, admitted for research 
work leading to a higher degree. "But every such application is considered by the 
Universities hero strictly on its merits, and it must not be assumed, ns unfortunately 
it often is, that the recognition previously accorded, for- tbe purpose of research 
woi'k at "a University here, to tbe holder of a particular Indian degree, will be 
accorded to all candidates in possession of a similar qualification. This applies 
just as forcibly to Indian graduates who seek exemption from the first-year course 
and the Intermediate examination. This concession may be, and frequently is, 
granted by Universities hoi'a, but there is no proscriptive right to it, and all 
students, including Indian, have their applications decided by the competent 
authorities, who, it must be remembered, are autonomous and independent bodie's, 
on the individual merits of their cases. 

3S. A noteworth 3 ’- feature of the year under i-eview has been the ntimbei- of 
students who have come for courses in Education, both theoretical and practical. 
Having regard to the immensity and complexity of the px-oblems of education 
which sooner or later will have to bo faced and i-esolved in the new India, 
it may confidently bo expected that the students who have obtained this 
qualification in Kducation and also practical experience in schools here of 
all grades and tj’pes, will in due course plaj' their part in contributing to 
the educational development of their own countr.y. With the progressive 
expansion of primary' and higher education in Intlia the question of an 
Jxdequato supply of trained and qualified teachers, and especially teachers 
competent to teach in and through English, is likely to become of great 
importance within the next few years, and those who come here for this purpose 
will xmdoubtorlly learn much from Western methods of school organisation and 
practice, with which to supplement their own traditional methods of teaclxiug and 
training. The usxial course is_ a j'ear in_ the Education Department of a University 
hei'e, supplemented by teaching practice in, and visits to, schools of all types. 
Cordial thanks are due to the Hoads and stalls of the vai’ious University Education 
Departments, to the bocal Education authorities aud their Directors, and to the 
Headmasters and Ifeadmistresses of schools, who do all in -their power to ensure 
that the students dei'ivo the greatest possible advantage from the facilities fi'eely 
and courteously ax-rangod for them. 

30. If, as seems pi-ohable, the numhex- of Indian students seeking admission to 
University Education coux-ses coutinxies to increase, it ma.y he as well to point oxit that 
the places available fox- students from overseas ax-e uatui'ally limited. Applicants 
fi-om India who have already taken a degree iix thoii- own counli-y, followed by at 
least two years’ actual teaching iu good schools, and- who can pix>duce evidenc‘e-r— 
requii'cd for the purpose of teaching practice in the schools here — of a commaixd ' 
of clear and fluent English, can, as a rule, obtain admission within the limits of 
the available acconimodation, again provided they _apj)ly in good time. Applicants 
not possessing these acudemic'and teaching qualifications stand little-or no chance 
of admission. Students who do obtain admission ai-e genei-ally reqxxii-ed to devote 
their fix-st year to the Diploma Ooui’se. If successful, many of them wish, not 
unnatvix-ally, to spend a second year ixx reading for a highei- degree in echxcation, 
sxich as the' iVI.Ed, or JM. A. (Ed.). Apart fi'om the fact that at most Univex-sities 
here admission to these post-gi-aduato degree coux-ses is govei-ned hy stx*ingent 
regulations,’’ experience has px’oved that men and women teachers fx’om India who 
ax’e in a position to stay here foi- two yeai’s dei'ive considei’ahly more benefit if, after 
obtaining the Diploma, they devote theii’ second year to obtaining additional 
teaching experience in good schools, ctvrefully selected with special I’egard to the 
subject or sxibjeots they wish to teach when they i-etux-u home. 

40. Indian parents aud guax’dians, who propose to send theii’ childreolor wax’ds 
to England foi’ school ■ education, frequently consult the Depai’tmont, which has 
established and" maintains close contact with schools throughout the country, and 
is iu a position -to advise about the moBt_ suitable and, if I’equii’ed, to make the 
necessary arrangements for admission. It is obvious that this is a question calling 
fox- the most sex’ious consideratioxi on the pai’t of pai’ents oi’ guai’diaus, especially 
if, as is often the case, they wish theii’ children to be entirely educated in this 
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counti-y In tins event admission to a preparatory school has first to be arranged, 
t>rior to and in preparation lor, a public school, and if, in addition, a degree 
course at a University here is also planned, the children concerned may have to 
stay in this country from the age of eight or nine until they are twenty-one or 
twenty-two. There is thus a grave risk that Indian children, exiled for so long a 
period from their own country, may become completely changed in their thoughts, 
ways and outlook, and may lose that desirable sense of their osvn nationality 
without which on their eventual return to India they may find it difficult, especially 
as they may be unable to siieak the language of their parents, to resume happy 
contact with the life and thought of their own country and people. It can scarcely 
he doubted that some Indian parents are obliged to send their children abroad 
owing to the lack of similar educational facilities in India, and the only real 
remedy, in the direction of which there have recently been encouraging signs, 
would appear to be the establishment in India of more schools on the lines of the 
English public and similar schools, to which Indian parents could send their 
children and to which, it may be hoped, English residents in India would also send 
theirs. The importance of educational developments along these lines is obvious, 
and it may he hoped that before many years have passed Indian parents, anxious 
that their children should be educated along sound lines, will be able to find the 
necessary facilities in their own country. 


41. The number of women students remains fairly constant, the majority being 
engaged in Medical studies and in courses leading to the Teachers’ Diploma. It is 
noticeable that the women students for the moat part appear' to adapt themselves 
fairly easily on their- arrival in England to the changed conditions of life, and show 
themselves very eager to make the most of their time in this cormtry, both from a 
social as well as from an academic point of view. Every effort is made by the 
Department to keep in touch with the women students throughout their stay in tlus 
country, and with this end in view a series of small pai'ties was arranged at India 
House last j'ear. These gatherings also serve the purpose of_ providing an 
opportunity for the students to get to know each other, and this they appear 
greatly to appreciate. In July 1936 the High Commissioner gave Reception at 
India House, where a number of ladies and gentlemen connected with or iiitere.<«ed 
in India were invited to meet the party of Indian women students who were then 
touring Europe under the leadership of Mrs. Rene Datto. 


42. It has been found that it does not appear to be known generally in Indi. 
tbat the Department is willing to make arrangements to meet women stiiaen s o 
their arrival in this country, and to make arrangements lor their ^ 

Parents who are at all anxious about sending their ilaughters over to . ^ ’ 

either for School or University education, will, it is hoped, have fv, 

writing to the Office for any help and advice that they niay last 

their daughters’ stay in this country. Xt might be “^^fi^tTwh'o nnfortuSately 
session arrangements were marie to repatriate two women 
^ound tliemBelves without funds to retxurn to India. 

•43. 'The information, and figures furnished in para^aphs this 

A^ppendix VUI of this Report amply prove that industrial practical 

counti*y are more disposed than is sometimes alleged in ^clia xo

Difficulties are stUl being encountered, especially in the case of ®ax,rl 

staple industries which have suffered severely from which are 

restrictions. But with the improved prospects of industrial proper y rjlacina 
now hecoming apparent, it may be hoped that tlie difficulties in the w. J , ® 
all the students, who seek practical experience in works and- facto^ country are 
progressively disappear, especially as there are signs tbat firms in this 
beginning to grasp, more than they apparently did in the past, the 
accrue from the provision of such facilities in the way of establ^hing 
good fiusxixess relations tetween. tHis country and India. tins con tTtk 

perhaps be pertinent to quote the following remarks from the report oi ms 
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Majesty’s Senior Trade Commissionei' on “ Economic and Commercial Conditions 
in India ” for 1935—3(5 putlisbed in December 3 936 : — ' 

“ Th.e friendly co-operation of Dritisb manafactiiring organisations, witb. 
tbeir tecbnical experience and knowledge of world-wide conditions, and Indian 
industrialists, with tlieir knowledge of local conditions, shoidd be most valuable 
in research, woi-k witb the object of stimulating the consumption of theix- 
prodxxcts by ci'eating fresh outlets and uses for them and by joint effort to 
develop backward sections of the market and by promoting entii-ely new 
consumptive demand. 1 am convinced that we must rely moi'e and moi'e in 
fxxtuL-e on the supply of capital px'oducts and technical equipment to India, thus 
aiding her own development with our expex'ience and technique.” 

It seems certain that the friendly co-opei-ation ” thus adumbrated by 
Sir Thomas A-insoough would be greatly furthei-ed if British manufacturing 
organisations would do all in their power to provide increased training facilities in 
all branches fox* the young and keen Indian students who each yeax- obtain excellent 
technical qualifications at British Universities and Colleges, and who are only too 
anxious to i-oxxnd off theii* theoi-etical studies with an adequate period of experience 
in offices, woi-ks and factories, which may equip them to make a usefxxl conti-ibution 
on tlieix* retui-n home to the development of India’s own industi'ies and trade. Any 
further step.s taken in this direction may reasonably he expected in the long i-un to 
yield a good hax-vest in goodwill and increased ox*dei*3, and it carmot have altogether 
escaped attention that their trade competitors, not only on the Continent but also in 
America and Japan, have not lost sight of this aspect of the question and are more 
and more doing all they can to attract Indian trainees. 

•15. In September- 1936 the final hatch of Mercantile Mai-ine Engineering scholax-s 
i-eturned to India, and the scheme for their training in this country came to an end. 
Henceforth, these px-obationers will be trained in India. The stagnation in the 
shipbuilding industx*y which was prevalent when the scheme was first started at 
first caused great difficulties in the way of arranging for adequate practical training 
in the yards. But owing to the kindness of various private firms, and especially of 
the • Lords Commissionei-s of the Admiralty, who were good enough to accept 
four scholars in addition to eight Royal Indian Navy probationers in all for 
training in His Majesty’s Dockyard, Portsmouth, the candidates (with one exception) 
successfully completed their tx-aining. satisfied the requirements of the Boai'd of 
Tx-ado in respect of workshop sei'vice and have i-eturned to India to acquire the 
necessary sea-goiug expex'ience fox* which arrangements had been made by the 
Q-ovei-nment of India. -* ' 

4:6. One of the functions of the Dej^rtment is to act as a properly equipped 
cleax'ing house of infox-mation oxi educational matters connected with. Jndia. 
During the period undei* i-eview, ns in previous yeai's, many educational iixstitu- 
■ tions, as well as vai-ious professional bodies and ox'ganisations, have coxxsulted the 
Department i*egarding Indian educational qualifications and conditions about whiclx' 
they x*equix*ed furtbex* information for the pui'pose of theii* own regulations. 'I'he 
services of this bi*aneh of the wox'k of the Depai'tment is also frequently utilised 
by Indian Grovernment and University authoi*ities who require up-to-date infoi*ma- 
tion about specialised courses of study and ti*ainiug' here. In March' 19.36 the 
seventh edition of the ELandbooJc -for Indian Students was published by the Depart- 
ment, and many tributes to its utility os a guide to the facilities for University and 
pi*ofessional studies and training in the United ICingdom have been received. 
During the yeax* the Department, at the request of the Govex*nment of India, 
Defence Depai*tmerit (Army Branch), prepared, for circulation in India, a special 
pamphlet dealing with the regulations and othex* infox*mation i*egax*ding coui*ses of 
study and training leading to the Diploma of Membership of the Royal College 
of Veterinary Surgeons, England. 

4:7. In Section VI will- be found pax-ticulars of the social and welfare work done 
by the Depaxtm,^nt, the complexities and difficulties of which may perhaps be 
i*ealised from a'-'porusal of pax*agraph 31. These difficulties only too often arise 
fi*om the fact that many parents and gxxardians are still prone, in spite of the 
wax*nings that have been given in previous Reports, to send theii* sons and wards 
to this country without adequate thought or enquiry. 'Pile Depai-tment is frequently 
called upon to deal with cases of sex-ions illness amongst students who would 
hardly have been allowed to leave India if, as has been freq uently * and sti-ongly 
, 1412 E 
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recommended in successive li ©ports, thej>- had heen given a sti-ict medical examination, 
before departure. Others arrive in this country, not only without the qualifications 
necessary for admission to a degree or other course, but without guarantee for 
the regular provision of adequate funds and in not a few instances, it znust 
regretfully be added, without the moral stamina necessary to face new and strano^e 
conditions in a foreign counti’j' far from the influences of family and home. As”a 
result, cases are frequently coming to the notice of the Department of students 
who, owing to extr-avagauce or lack of sufficient and regular remittances, are either 
destitute, or are earning a precarious living in menial emploj-ment of some kind or 
other, zvhilst from time to time it is called upon to rescue Indian youths who have 
fallen into evil ways or have become the dupes of tindesirable associates. 'I’he 
problem is a grave one, not only because of the individual suffering and wastage, 
but because the good repute and standing of the Indian student community in this 
country is in this way unfairly piejudiced by the failures and short-comings of a 
small minority of their compatriots. 

48. During the period under review visits have been paid by the Head and 
Officers of the Department to Universities and Colleges throughout Great Britain, 
whilst close contact has again been maintained with the authorities of the 
constituent Schools and Colleges of the University of London, where pi'obably 
about two thirds of the total number of Indian students in this country are 'pursuing 
degree and othei- courses. It is a great pleasure to record that, as in previous 
years, the University and College authorities have everywhere and at all times 
showed their readiness to co-opei'ate with the work of the Department and to do all 
within their power to assist and encourage their Indian members. 

49. In conclusion, 1 should like to express my sincei’est thanks to the Educational 
Officers of the Department for their most loyal and efficient . support during an 
exceptionally busy year, a tribute which is also due to the clerical staff.
